Appeals made by The Times for a cleaner city 


have brought good results. Much goed work has 
been done on the streets and on vacant lots. But 
there is more to do. Not all owners of unimproved 
property responded to the call. It is notable that 
many lots on which are signs of members of the 
Realty Board, yes, of officials of that body, stating 
that the firm or person named is “sole agent,” has 
“entire charge” of the property, and such legends, 
are in the worst condition. We feel. impelled to 
make a special, almost a personal, appeal to these 
prominent real estate men to manifest more inter- 
est, more pride in the city than is indicated by their 
names on lots so strewn with rubbish, so unkem 

and so unsightly. 

The rainy season has set in with more than normal 
rainfall. The snow on the mountain peaks indi- 
cates plenty of rain to follow. All lots left untidy 
up to this time should be cleaned up at once. The 
grass is springing and will soon cover all that 1s 
unsightly except the tall weeds that have been 
standing since last summer. With a carpet of new 
green the vacant lots will look attractive. But where 
weed, three feet high, dead and brown, mar the lot, 
the new grass will not hide the unattractive features. 

AS we have said, one day's work which costs $2 
will rake-off all the old tin cans, chips, dilapidated 
real estate signs, paper and brown weeds and put 
an ordinary lot im good condition. All owners 
should be willing to do this for the reputation «f 
the city. 

Where the lot is several feet above grade, the 
face of the embankment becomes overgrown with 
weeds and ugly shrubs. The earth washes down on

New York City proposes to put a limit to the 
height to which the “cliff dwellers” may carry their 
structures skyward. So the Knickerbocker, alwa 
resourceful, proposes to become a troglodyte. If 
cannot scale to the clouds he will burrow below the 
level of low tide. 

On Broadway down near the Battery there is to 
be a building countersunk six stories below the 
street level. There is not to be “enough wood in this 
building to make a toothpick.” Air will be brought 
down into these subterranean ; night and 
day, the light willbe artificial. architect says 
the conditions will be as sanitary in the bottom 
story as in any office above ground where artificial 
light is used all the time.

There is 
ample elbow room for a million people here and we 
need neither scale the battlements of heaven nor 
burrow until we hear Cerberus howl. 

The Los Angeles office building will always have 
fresh air and sunlight direct on its windows. Men 
are not moles nor sewer rats. They never will be 
well if they must spend their days and nights out of 
the sunlight and breathe air at the end of a pump. 


TRUE REFORMER. 

Mr. Charles M. Stimson is not a noisy man. 
He makes no pretense at reforming the world. He 
does not seek the limelight nor proclaim his virtues 
before the world. He is just a plain American citi- 
zen, a ajncere church member who’ attends to his 
own busifiess and to his own duties, succeeds in the 
management of his affairs, and always has some- 
thing left for making liberal gifts to good causes. 
He has lent a helping hand to many institutions 
which make men and women better, and better able 
to win their way in the world. Colleges have known 
the benefit of his gifts. Churches share in his 
liberality, and charitable appeals are never made 
to him in vain.

STAL DEFICIT. . 
When the subject of government management 
of general public utilities is under discussion, the 
points with pride to the postoffice.

deficit. He is not at the head of a corporation which 
must pay its way or go out of business. He can 
tax the people for his deficit. He heads a trust in 
which we are all stockholders; and his assessments 
are levied automatically. So he recommends ex- 
tending the beneficent operations of his department 
by the establishment of the parcels post. This 


move would no doubt call for a heavier assessment 


to fill the larger hole. ' 

The Postmaster-General may be Wise. There is 
quite a demand for the parcels post. We shall defer 
discussing the effects likely to result from such a 
policy, beyond the large deficit. We have many 
undertakings in hand and others to come. The Pan- 
ama Canal is to be finished. We must have a much 
larger navy. The coast defenses need at We 
shall have the improvement of the national water- 
ways in hand. We cannot do all at once. Last 
winter the President asked to have four battleships 
built. Congress took the view that two were all we 
could pay for. There is a big demand for a battie- 
ship fleet to be placed permanently in the Pacific. 

We must choose between one great enterprise and 
another. 


HE DEATH ROLL OF PEACE. 

It seems all too true that the victories of peace 
cannot be won without sacrifice and slaughter any 
more than can victories be won in war without pay- 
ing the same dread price, During the past few 
days, between a mine explosion in Pennsylvania and 
a shipwreck in Japan, near a thousand men have 
gone down to death. In the United States, alone, 
500,000 human beings are maimed and killed in 
mines and mills and factories and on railroads every

Why even tolerate the mere of war, when 

is so fertile in slaughter? “In the midst of 
life we are in death,” whether the bugle sounds the 
charge for contending armies or if not a sword he 
unsheathed or a gun leveled at an advancing foe. 
Men die in great numbers every day while joining 
in the laughter at banquet boards, or while taking a 
morning bath. Life is now, as it has always been, 
nothing more than a series of narrow escapes; we 
run a gauntlet sure to end in doom at last. 

We speak of the dangers, for instance, that they 
were forced to face who made the journey across 
this continent before the days of the railroads. They 
were often at the mercy of savages and had to 
brave fire and storm and flood to make the trek 
the two oceans.

CHURCH INSISTS ON OBEDIENCE 
TO CIVIL LAWS.

“The Catholic and His American 
Citizenship” formed the interesting 
topic on which Bishop Conaty addressed 
the Newman Club and friends of the 
society, about seventy in all, at the 
monthly banquet at Levy's café, last 
night. The address was the outcome 
of a letter which was addressed to 
President Roosevelt. inquiring into the 
religious belief of President-elect Taft, 
which expressed regret that he might 
be Catholic, or hold some special love 
for those of the Catholic faith. 

In announcing his subject, Bishop 
Conaty asserted that it was one touch- 
ing two of the noblest sentiments and 
strongest influences of a man’s life, 
his religion and his patriotism; his 
God and his country, In expressing 
his own feelings on the matter, as a 
Catholic and an American citizen, he 
deciared that the strongest word which 
religion and patriotism could say 
would but feebly present the loyaity 
which his mind and heart paid to 
both. 

Bishop Conaty refuted the assertion 
that Catholics were not patriotic by 
bringing before his auditors pictures 
of great men of the nation, who held 
fast to their religion, and of an en- 
tire church which bids those within its 
folds to abide closely by the laws of 
the government in which they live. 
„Patriotiam“ he said, “is a duty 
springing from our obligations as 
members ef society, and religion pre- 
scribes it as a precept binding in con- 
ecience.” 

He proceetied to state the teachings 
of the Catholic Church with regard 
to duty toward civil government. “The 
laws of the church, its commandments 
and prohibitions,” he said, “are con- 
fined to things appertaining directly 
or indtrectiy to spiritual order. The 
church does not interfere with our po- 
litical duties, except as it teaches us 
conscientious fidelity to all that con- 
cerns the welfare of our fellowmen. It

BECOMES SHOW PLACE. 


BANNING, Nov. M. —Now that hun- 
dreds of ornamental trees, planted sev- 
eral years ago, have reached a 
height, and a vast acreage of bearing 
orchard has matured, the St. Boniface 
Indian School and its environment, 
has become one of the show places 
of Southern California. The school was 
founded in 1890 by Miss Willis, a 
philanthropist. Hundreds of Indian 
pupils have been graduated there in 
the ordinary common school branches 
and industrial work. 

For several years after the school 
was started, the policy of thé govern- 
ment was to give a fixed sum for the 
tuition of each Indian pupil enrolled. 
This was discontinued, and the school 
is now maintained by Catholics in all 
parts of this and other countries; = 
cial offerings being made tor 
maintenance of the mission schools of 
California. 

COMPETENT INSTRUCTORS. 
The school is in charge of Rev. B. F. 
Hahn and the classes are taught by 
competent instructors. No tuition fee 
is charged, the institution being benev- | 
olent in character. Over 19% pupils are 
in atteem@ance. The boys and girls 
have separate buildiags. When the 
school year ends, the boys are given 
valuable instruction in agriculture and 
horticulture, and the girls are taught

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DETAILS OF FAMILY ROWS ARE 
TOLD IN COURT. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. o. Hush Clop- 
ton would not marry Lois Seat and
